The other land for which set- 
tlers or occupants want title is 
in sections 8 and 18, embraced in 
the limits of the municipality of 
Pahokee. Business houses oc- 
cupy some of the so-called “state 
land" in section 18: The occu- 
pants hold ‘warranty deeds but 
thé trustees have claimed an in- 
terest in the land, and it is to 
get the state’s claim and inter- 
esi dsposed of that the trustees 
have been urged to visit the 
eastern shore of the lake and 
make an inspection and tgke 
action. 

Maps showing the location of 
the several tracts and lots- in- 
volved have been made. 

When the trustees visit the 
Lake Okeechobee region in July 
they will hold a meeting at 
Okeechobee to dispose of ques- 
tions affecting lake front land at 
Eagle Bay.

BUYING LEGISLATION 


A bil to create 
county water district" was in- 
troduced at the last session of 
the Florida Legislature, the pur- 
pose of the proposed law being 
to authorize a planforconstruct- 
ing a pipe line from the main- 
land to Key West for piping 
fresh wáter to the island city. 

An Associated Press . report 
from Tallahassee under date of 
July 9 says “the bill was passed 
by the senate and house at the 
1925 session but after .it had 
been amended by the lower 
house the bill was lost sight of 
in the senate's clerical depart- 
ment until after it was too late 
to correct the mistake.” The 
bill did not become a law. 

The Key West Chamber of 
Commerce wants Governor Mar- 
tin to call a special session of the 
Legislature for one day, to enact 
the bill, and offer is made by the 
Chamber to bear the expense of 
$6,000 which is estimated as the 
sum necessary to pay the mile- 
age and salaries of the members 
of the Legislature, the state be- 
ing put to no expense,

It anticipates the answer to 
say that the hoom will continue 
for a long ;—long enough 
that none us need worry 


about.exactly how many decades 
it will last—a decade being ten 
years. Having said that, the 
next thing is to prove it, and the 
proof starts a long ways back, 
showing how firm is the foun- 
dation. 

In the first place, think of 
this: Florida is a peninsula—it 
runs off into the sea; it was hot 
in such shape or geographical 
situation that railroads had to 
pass through it in going some 
place else. The only railroad 
South Florida had was the Flor- 
ida East Coast, which continued 
on over the sea. In the days 
when railroads monopolized 
transportation and South Flor- 
ida had practically no railroads, 
South Florida lacked the trans- 
portation facilities which were 
absolutely necessary for prog- 
ss anywhere. The advent of 
the automobile worked a won-| 
derful change. But to use the 
automobiles there had to be 
roads; before there could’ be 


tion in public sentiment toward 
bond issues. Even now, great 
though the need is for a state 
road bond issue, public . senti- 
ment is not educated to the 
point that makes it practicable 
tó submit a proposition for state 
bonds for roads.

There are hundreds of 
thousands of people in Great 
Britain not engaged in gainful 
occupations, persons who live on 
incomes—“rentiers,” the French 
call them; ple of leisure who! 
can live wherever they choose. 
Heretofore the United States 
has not had a leisure class; it 
has it now; its national wealth 
has produced tens of thousands 
of "rentiers" who have nothing 
to do but just live, and to live 
wherever they choose. Such 
persons will select the place 
where the conditions of life are 
most pleasant, and that means 
South Florida. No income or 
inheritance tax is collected in 
Florida. The cost of living is 
less in Florida than in northern 


the United States will continue 
to increase. The use of labor- 
saving machinery will continue. 
Population will increase. Stand- 
ards of ljving are continually go- 
ing higher. Every advance in 
civilization makes Florida more} 
desirable as a place of residence. 
The “Florida land boom" will go 
on indefinitely. Industries will 
develop in response to the. de- 
mands of larger population, em- 
ploying more people in produg- 
tion of raw materials and in 
fabricating the. product. The 
workers and the drones will 
have to be fed, and millions of 
acres'of land now of small value 
will have high value. .

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FÁRM-ROÁDS AND END OF MONOPOLY 
NEEDED FOR GROWTH OF CANAL POINT 


Canal Point.is slower than are; 
other Lake Okeechobee towns 
in originating movements for 
road construction in its back 
country, and the fact has been 
commented upon by ‘residents 
and by persons who: have inter- 
ests here. The only road in the 
Canal Point territory was built 
by W. J. Conners.and it is a toll 
road. Conners Highway has 
made and sustained high real 
estate values. There is no 
county road in the Canal Point 
.territory—to Pahokeesthere is a 
trail but not a road. There is no 
road built by a special road and 
bridge district. 

The area of land around) 
Canal Point on which the most 
profitable crops are grown— 
that is, winter vegetables—is 
small. The white population 
that is engaged in farming is 
small, Pahokee exceeding Canal 
Point in acreage and value of 
crops and population, This is 
düe to the lack of roads. x 

Three roads are to be built in- 
to Pahokee from funds of spec- 
ial road and bridge district No. 
11; there is provision for less 
than four miles of district fund 
roads in the Canal Point terri- 
tory. Pahokee is to have the 
Canal Point road, the .Bacom 
Point road and the Belle Glade 
road. These roads will enlarge 
the area of farmed land adjac- 
ent to Pahokee and increase the 
population of that town and dis- 
trict. * 2 

In view of this state of affairs| 
it has been suggested to The 
Everglades News that if a coun- 
ty road bond issue is proposed
